192d  COMMENCEMENT 


Morse  Flag   Goes   to   Christopher   Beebe 


Governor  Dummer  Academy's  192d  Com- 
mencement exercises  closed  this  morning  with 
an  address  by  Dr.  John  Mason  Kemper, 
Headmaster  of  Phillips  Academy.  Andover. 
and  the  award  of  diplomas  to  fifty-nine  mem- 
bers of  the  graduating  class.  Headmaster  Ed- 
ward W.  Eames.  in  awarding  the  prizes  for 
the  school  year,  announced  Philip  C.  Johnson 
of  Hamden.  Connecticut,  as  winner  of  the 
Master's   Prize. 

The  graduating  exercises  began  yesterday 
morning  with  the  presentation  of  the  Morse 
Flag,  highest  award  of  the  school  year,  to 
Christopher  Beebe  of  Amherst.  To  receive  this 
prize  a  boy  must  have  made  a  record  which, 
in  all  respects,  meets  with  the  highest  ap- 
proval  of  the   faculty. 

After  the  presentation  of  the  Morse  Flag. 
a  Glee  Club  concert  took  place  in  the  Lang 
Gymnasium,  with  Mr.  Arthur  W.  Sager  con- 
ducting the  Senior  Club  and  Mr.  Albert  L. 
Kerr  conducting  the  Junior  Club.  The  Meister- 
singers  also  participated  in  the  concert.  A 
buffet  luncheon  was  then  served  on  the  lawn 
in    front   of   the   Mansion    House. 

At  the  Commencement  Dinner  in  the  Alum- 
ni Gymnasium  on  Friday  evening  the  Head- 
master and  four  veteran  teachers  were 
honored  for  twenty-five  years'  service  to  the 
Academy,  and  plans  for  a  new-  science  and 
library  building  were  announced.

LAUNCHED  AT  ANNUAL  DINNER 


MR.  EAMES  AWARDS  PRIZES  FOR 

SCHOOL  YEAR  AT  GRADUATION 


Over  Half  of  $650,000  Needed 

Already  Raised   by  Trustees 

At  the  annual  Commencement  Dinner  on 
Friday  evening,  Mr.  Philip  M-  Morgan  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  electrified  the  six  hun- 
dred guests  with  the  announcement  that  the 
Trustees  were  launching  a  campaign  for 
$650,000  to  construct  and  equip  a  new  science 
and  library  building,  and  that  over  half  that 
sum  had  already  been  raised  by  the  Trustees. 

The  new  building  will  occupy  a  central 
location  on  the  campus  and  will  contain  a 
large  library,  laboratories  and  lecture  rooms 
for  Physics,  Chemistry,  and  Biology,  plus 
six  additional  classrooms.  It  will  resemble 
the  present  Phillips  Building  in  architectural 
style. 

Plans  for  the  building  are  already  well 
under  way.  They  are  being  drawn  by  Mr. 
Walter  S.  Brodie  of  the  firm  of  Kilham, 
Hopkins,  Greeley  &  Brodie,  which  also  de- 
signed the  two  portions  of  the  Phillips 
Building  in  1936  and  1941,  Ingham  House 
in  1946,  and  the  Alumni  Gymnasium  in  1950.

According  to  the 
trust  established  by  the  late  Reverend  Glenn 
Tilley  Morse,  longtime  friend  and  trustee 
of  the  school,  a  new  flag  is  provided  each 
year  in  order  that  the  old  flag  which  has 
flown  during  the  past  year  may  be  given  to 
one  member  of  the  graduating  class.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  flag,  the  winner  is  awarded  a 
gold   medal.

Preparatory  school  life  offers  an  ideal 
laboratory  for  the  building  of  true  friend- 
ships. One's  daily  life  at  private  school  is 
based  upon  the  fact  that  friends  are  ever 
present,  and  friendship  is  literally  there  for 
the  taking. 

Some  friendships  are  superficial,  but  their 
depth  depends  entirely  upon  the  character  of 
the  individuals  concerned.  Due  largely  to  the 
variety  of  activities,  friendships  develop  in 
many  ways  at  preparatory  school,  perhaps 
most  significantly  through  each  boy's  contact 
with  others  on  the  athletic  fields  and  in  the 
classroom. 

Since  athletics  are  compulsory,  every  stu- 
dent has  the  benefit  of  the  competitive  spirit 
which  prevails  on  the  field.  In  this  way, 
through  his  contacts  on  the  team,  a  boy 
naturally  develops  friendship  with  his  team- 
mates. 

Likewise  in  the  classroom,  although  not  to 
such  a  great  extent,  certain  boys  develop  a 
common  interest  which  links  them  together 
through  their  association  with  the  course. 

In  boarding  school,  above  all  other  activi- 
ties, dormitory  life  is  most  interesting.  Each 
boy  has  an  individual  responsibility  in  the 
dormitory  and  accepts  it  as  such.   The  com- 


panionship  which  inevitabl)  results  on  tin- 
corridor  is  one  of  the  strongest  bonds  in 
the  school. 

Originating    al    preparatory    school,    these 

friendships  often  grow  and  grow,  and  draw 
each  boy  closer  and  closer  to  his  school.

HONOR  CHARLES  I.  SOMERBY 


Aided  by  excellent  stream  conditions. 
G.D.A.  anglers  have  found  local  streams  pro- 
ductive this  spring.  Though  the  quantity  of 
the  catches  has  not  equalled  last  season's, 
the  qualitv  has.  Fish  have  been  fewer,  but 
much  larger.  Last  year  only  one  trout  meas- 
ured 12";  this  year  five  trout  have  already 
been  taken  over   12". 

Encouraged  by  the  larger  fish  and  the  in- 
creased local  stocking,  fishing  interest  has 
been  high.  Reflecting  this  increased  interest 
was  the  large  number  of  boys  who  chipped  in 
to  help  Mr.  Dunning  stock  the  small  pond 
behind  Ambrose  House.  Some  forty  10" 
rainbows  were  brought  from  a  Plymouth 
hatchery  and  stocked  early  in  the  spring. 
After  an  anxious  week,  Mr.  Dunning  reported 
the  fish  were  well  adapted  and  rising  for  flies. 
Those  who  helped  stock  were  able  to  catch 
and  release  the  fish,  using  barbless  hooks. 
This  was  excellent  sport  as  well  as  good  prac- 
tice for  G.D.A.'s  fishermen.  Later  in  the  season 
the  pond  was  fished  out  to  provide  the  mater- 
ials for  a  fish-fry. 


Through  the  generosity  of  Edward  Carter 
'51,  Richard  Curtis  '36,  Stafford  King  '36, 
and  Peter  Sutton  '47,  a  Paul  Revere  silver 
bowl  has  been  purchased  on  which  each  year 
the  name  of  one  outstanding  track  man  will 
be  engraved.

The  spring  track  team  opened  its  season 
on  April  16  in  the  Exeter  Relays.  Individual 
wins  are  not  counted  in  this  meet,  but  the 
combined  scores  of  the  entrants  from  each 
school  are  added  and  a  winning  team  an- 
nounced  in  each  event.  The  Governor  Dummer 
team  won  the  210-vard  hurdle  relay,  the  shot 
put.  and  the  pole  vault.  A  strong  mile  relay 
team  paced  by  Mac  Sheesley.  Howie  Davis. 
Frank  Graf,  and  Al  Keith  finished  a  close 
second   to   Huntington. 

On  May  4  the  Governors  competed  in  their 
first  dual  meet  against  the  M.I.T.  Freshmen. 
Co-Captain  Thornton  Burke  was  injured  and 
unable  to  run.  but  the  team  spirit  was  still 
high.  George  Boynton  and  Skip  Pescosolido 
began  by  claiming  their  usual  firsts  in  the 
shot  put  and  javelin.  Tony  Gowen  won  both 
the  120-vard  high  hurdles  and  the  220-vard 
low  hurdles:  but  the  Techmen  were  sather- 
ing  up  most  of  the  second  and  third  places.
